“The undersigned Revenue Law Cam- 
paign committee, appointed at a largely at- 
tended meeting of citizens of Chicago and 
Cook County, irrespective of party, held at 
the Sherman House on Oct. 21, in accordance ' 
with the Announcément recently made, here- 
with submits for your information the re- 
sults of a most careful and painstaking in- 
quiry into the qualifications df the several 
candidates at the approaching election for 
membership of the Board of Review and 
Board of Assessors. We, as a non-partisan 
committee, regret that we are compelled to 
condemn as unworthy of your support so 
many of the candidates of a single political 
party. However, this necessity is no fault 
of ours. ‘Those responsible for the nomina- 
tion of these candidates cannot be heard to 
complain of the publication of but a plain 
gtatement of the truth about them. 

“'The new revenue law confers on a board 
of five Assessors the power to make a new 
assessment next year of all the property in 
Chicago and Cook County, which assessment 
of real estate is to stand for four years, sub- 
ject to review and correction by the Board 
of Review. This board of three persons has 
power under the law to ‘ increase, reduce, 
or otherwise adjust the assessment of any 
individual or corporation,’ and to ‘ increase 
er reduce the entire assessment of either 
real of personal property.’ 

“ We believe that all good citizens, wheth- 
er owners of much or but little property, 
desire to have the new law honestly and 
ably administered without fear or favor. A 
work so great, so difficult, and so vital to 
both private and public interests cannot be 
gone by either dishonest or weak men. It re- 
quires rugged character and high capacity 
to put the new law into effect and secure to 
the people and to the county its benefits. 
The question involved in this first election 
under the new law is simply whether ft shall 
be enforced for the benefit of the people or 
for that of the spoilsmen, ‘whether it «(hall 
promote public order and civic decency or 
be made a vast agency for corruption. 

“We hereby respectfully urge all good 
citizens carefully to examine the facts about 
the candidates and to work and vote for 
those best fitted by character and capacit 
to administer this important law.

LOUIS AHERN DENIES 
KNOWLEDGE OF MURDER 


OF WILLIAM MANNING. 


Admits He Went td Peoria with the 
Dead Man, but Says He Was in 
Bed All ‘the Time He Was in That 


City. 


The mystery surrounding the murder of 
W. J. Manning, alias-Mahoney, proprietor 
of the Brunswick Lodging-House, is still 
unraveled, though the police are fully per- 
suaded that. Louis Ahern, or Gehrke, ar- 
rested on Tuesday night at Palatine, is the 
author of the murder. | 

Ahern was removed yesterday afternoon 
from the Maxwell Street to the Desplaines 
Street Station. He told the story of his 


trip with Manning to Peoria on’ the Mon- 


day preceding the finding of Manning’s body 
in low, feeble tones, interrupted hy fits of 
coughing. 

Everything about him indicates the man is

His swollen right hand 
is another mark of the dread pulmonary 
disease. | 

‘““T have known Manning for severa 
years,’’ said the prisoner... “ The last I 
saw of him was on Wednesday night, when 
he left me in the station at Peoria. I 
was waiting for ‘my train to Chicago, and 
Manning told me he had to go round by 
Springfield. 

Manning first proposed to me to take 
the trip to Peoria. He said it would be good 
forme. We got to Peoria on Monday after- 
noon and I was in bed all the time till I got 
up on Wednesday night to return to Chi- 
I don’t know what Manning’s busi- 
ness in Peoria was.”’ 

Ahern said Manning paid all the expenses 
of the trip until Wednesday. He paid his 
own fare back to Chicago out of money he 


received from a brother, a printer, living 


at 518 Oakley avenue. On his arrival in 
Chicago, he said, he went direct to his 
He confessed 
to having served two years in Joliet for 
burglary committed in 1891. 

The prisoner declared he knew nothing of 
the murder until he was arrested in his own 
bed at Palatine on Tuesday afternoon. 

“It doesm’t stand to reason,” said In- 
spector Shea, *“‘ that Manning could take a 
liking to this fellow, and it don’t seem prob- 
able that Manning, knowing his nature as I 
do, would take this consumptive on such 
a journey, almost carrying him to the street, 
and then pay all the expenses for the love 
of the thing. Then again, it seems to me, 
he would not have gone without knowing 
what Manning’s object was in making the 
trip. His entire story seems most improba- 
ble and I do not believe it.’’

Havana will be the last place on the is- 
land which will be evacuated by the Spanish 
troops, as slow progress is reported in their 
@parture, and transportation facilities for 
sending back the expatriated men are limit- 
ed and cannot be increased. 

The present plan for the occupation of 
Cuba provides that an army of about 50,000 
American soldiers is to be scattered over 


the island. 


The Adjutant General has arranged a gen- 
eral order, which designates the location 
in Cuba of each organization. 

The troops selected are the Second and 
Seventh Army Corps, the latter being under 
General Lee, and now preparing for 
shipment from Savannah, which is to be 
the port of embarkation of all troops for 
Cuba. 

General Lawton will command the Second 
Corps, which will be the first organization 
to be put on transports for Cuban service. 
The movement of troops is to begin shortly 
and continue until all are at Savannah. 

General Lee's corps will occupy Havana

Six men had died on 
the Way up and Major Romeyne expressed 
the opinion, in response to a question from 
Captain Howell, that with proper attention 


| and good food the lives of at least some of 


these men could have been saved. He said 
he was unable to place the responsibility for 
the neglect, but that the Captain of the ves- 
sel had stated that when he made application 
to go to Jamaica for fresh food and water 
_before starting on the voyage from Santiago 
the request was refused.

4 intelligent but gloomy book oné can only 
4 construe this “‘ struggling, fitful light’’ as 
an unmitigated, stubborn resistance to the 
light of modern times that has sought to 
penetrate the dense gloom of the political 
sky of China. Mr. Thomson gives the key 
to the whole situation in the following par- 
, agraph, in alluding to his companionship. 
- with the wise Li Hung Chang, who was the 
of the first arsenal on a foreign 

_ i" pe and who was the companion in arms. 

‘Colonel Gordon and Tseng-kwo-fan: 

On one occasion, when filled with admiration of 
the beauty and genius displayed in a piece of for- 
eign mechanism, Li exclaimed, ‘‘ How wonder- 
ful!- HoW comes it that such inventicns and dis- 
coveries are always foreign’? It must be some-. 
thing different in the constitution of our minds 
that causes us to remain as we were.’’ But after 
all, perhaps he may have intended to compliment 
his auditors, rather than to give genuine expres- 
sion to his opinions. He probab!y knows that for 
untold centuries there has been little or no oppor- 
tunity for the development of genius in China. The 
light of truth has been sought for only in the dark 
pages of past history; and the Chinese, in their ef- 
forts to obtAin to the perfection of their mythical 
kings and of the maxims embodied in their - 
Classics, have set up an inquisition which per- 
force suppresses originality and uproots invention 
like a noxious weed. 

Following is a sample of the quietus put 
upon every innovation with a view to 
progress: 

Yang was a fine sample Chinese savant—fat, 
good-natured, and contented; but much inctined 

' to take short cuts to scientific knowledge, and to 
esteem his own incomplete and haphazard achieve- 
ments the results of marvelously perfect intel- 
ligence.. He was an amateur, not merely of 
photography, but of chemistry and electricity, too; 
and he had a laboratory fitted up in the ladies’ 
quarter. in a small outer court was a steam saw- 
mill, with which the owner had achieved wonders 
in the short space of a single day. The machine, 
indeed, had never enjoyed but that one chance of 
distinguishing itself; for the Pekingese, dis- 

4 turbed by the whirr of the engine, scaled the walls 
with ladders, clustered on to the roofs, and com- 
pelled the startled proprietor to abandon his under 
taking. 

After describing the Chinese abroad ioe | 
at home—as shopkeepers or as artists—and 
their gambling propensities, he takes his 
readers through the Provinces of Canton 
and Kwang-tung, their cities, and villages;

Chinese tribes; through Foochow, and on a 
yoyage up the River Min;’ through 
Shanghai, Ningpo, Hankow, Nankin, 
Chefoo, Peking, and MTientsin. The 
Great Wall the author aptly de- 
scribes as ‘‘a gigantic, useless fence—a 
colossal monument of misdirected human 
labor.’ The chapters on Formosa and 
Peking are decidedly the most entertaining 
and instructive.

A year later war broke out, and this was another sorrow for her to bear. She wasa

During that terrible winter of 1870-71 she hardly slept for three consecutive hours 
in the twenty-four. Always on the alert for news, she chafed sorely at the snow, which

both the family and the authorities con- 
cluded that public and private interests 
would be best served by abstaining from any 
inquiry as to whether he had been actually 
murdered, or whether he had been driven 
by the blackmailers, who had already sucr 
ceeded in extorting large sums of money, to 
suicide under circumstances similar to those 
attending the self-destruction of that great 
English statesman and Cabinet Minister 
who figures in English history as the first 
Marquis of Lo derry. but who is known 
in Ireland by the léss euphonious name of 
** Bloody Castlereagh.” 

The late General Ney’s widow eventually 
contracted another marriage, her second 
husband being that enormously stout Duke 
of Rivoli who is familiar to so many Amer- 
ican visitors and residents of the Riviere as 
the President of the Cercle de la Mediter- 
ranée, the principal club at Nice. The 
Duke recently assumed the title of Prince 
of Essling on the death of his childless 


chieftancy of the family, which, like that 
of his wife’s previous husband, was founded 
by one of the first Napoleon’s most famous 
Generals—namely: Marshal Massena. 

The bride is Princess Eugénie Bonaparte, 
goddaughter of the ex-Empress, and whose 
grandmother on the maternal! side received 
her education in America while residing 
with her father, Joseph Bonaparte, ex- 
King of Spain, at Bordentown, N. J. 

Princess Eugénie’s grandfather 
Lucien Bonaparte, Prince of Canino. 

He headed the insurrection of 1848 against 
Pope Pius IX. at Rome, and is saddled by 
history with the responsibility for the shock- 
ing murder of the famous Italian patriot. 
Count Rossi, whose gon subsequently on the 
Paris boulevards spat in the face of the 
Prince in a vain attempt to provoke him to 
fighting a dyel. The Prince’s refusal to 
fight had the effect of closing every door in 
Paris against him, in spite of his member- 
ship of the imperial family. 

The Imperial Gazette at Berlin has now 
for the first time made clear several points» 
with regard to the Presidency of the sov- 
ereign States known as the German Em- 
pire, concerning which a good deal of mis- 
apprehension has untii now existed. 

It has often been alleged in print, even in 
the most reliable and widely circulated of 
German papers, that in the event of the 
throne of Prussia being occupied either by 
a lunatic or a‘minor the Présidency of the 
confederation would be vested, not in the 
hands of the Regent of the Kingdom of 
Prussia, but in some other sovereign of the 
confederation, preteramy the King of Sax- 
ony. 

This belief is now shown to have been due: 
to a misapprehension. According’ to the 
official announcement in the Imperial 
Gazette the Presidency of the confedera- 
tion is indissolubly united to the Crown of 
Prussia, and in the event of the rulership of. 
Prussia being administered temporarily by 
a Regent, the latter would ipse facto ad- 
minister the duties of German Emperor 
and of President. of the confederation.

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 2.—[{Special.]—

lulu and its commander, Colonel Funston, 
ordered to land several stowaways, wives of 
volunteer officers of the army. 

Two of these are said to be mentioned spe- 
cifically in the order, and both are brides of 
Kansas officers. They are Mrs. J. G. Schilie- 
man, wife of the Chaplain, and Mrs. F. E. 
Buchan, Captain Buchan’'s wife, who sailed 
on the Senator in command of the Oregon 
recruits. 

The Indiana sailed on Oct. 27 at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The Ohio, which should 
have gone just twenty-four hours later, got 
stuck in the mud at the dock by the receding 
tide and was compelled to delay its start un- 
til about midnight, giving the Indiana a start.
